L&D’s reception area

BODIES of dead patients are being 
pushed on trolleys through a hospital 
reception area because there is no 
other route to the mortuary. 

Porters must move the deceased 
through a public waiting room at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital - even if 
children are present - because of the 
awkward layout of the building. 

Ashikur Rahman-Ali, 41, discovered 
this to his alarm on Monday night 
while sitting in the L&D’s Urgent Care 
Centre (UCC) reception with his six- 
year-old daughter, who was awaiting 
treatment for a stomach problem 
when a ‘blue bag on a trolley’ was 
wheeled past them twice. 

Mr Rahman-Ali, of Argyll Avenue, 
Luton, said: “My daughter said to me: 
‘What’s that he’s pushing?’ I told her it 
was nothing. 

“I saw it covered. It was obviously a 
dead body, in a blue bag. There were 
around ten people in the waiting area. 

“The man was pushing it fast, as if he 
didn’t want anyone to know It was 
right in front of us, just inches away 

“I rang up a nurse the next morning 
and asked if that is the only way they 
can transport bodies through the 
hospital. 

“The nurse said it was sad for my 
daughter, but that they have to do it 
that way There’s no other way She 
said it’s normal. I think it’s wrong.” 

The L&D said the porter followed the 
‘correct procedure’ and that the old 
grounds of the hospital, built in 1937, 


have been added to over the years, 
meaning bodies must be transported 
through the reception of the UCC, 
which was opened in 2006. 

In a statement the hospital said: ‘At 
the L&D, we do our best to avoid 
upsetting other patients or visitors 
when someone dies in hospital and 
our porters do their best to move the 
deceased to the mortuary respectfully 
and as discreetly as possible via quiet 
routes, and avoiding public areas as 
much as they can. 

‘The L&D is an old site with many 
later additions to the buildings which 
makes it very difficult for us to be as 
discreet as we would like. 

‘It is very important that we do not 
leave a patient who has died lying on 
the ward for lengthy periods - that 
would not be appropriate to the 
patient, their relatives or to other 
patients, staff or visitors. 

‘Until our patients actually leave the 
hospital, they remain in our care and 
it is very important that we treat 
deceased patients with the utmost 
respect. 

‘A special trolley is used for deceased 
patients that is fully enclosed. No 
body or part of a body would be 
exposed. 

‘A bystander would not be able to 
ascertain whether the trolley 
contained a body or was carrying 
equipment or was empty.’ 

We asked the L&D a number of ques¬ 
tions, including one on the moving of 
bodies to the mortuary, but it refused 
to comment further. 

A spokeswoman for company Care 
UK, which runs the UCC as part of the 
L&D’s A&E department, did not 
respond.

Pastor is cleared 
of sexual assault 
charges on teens

A CHURCH pastor has been 
found not guilty of carrying out 
sex assaults on two teenagers as 
they slept. 

Paul Taylor, of Meyrick Avenue, 
Luton, was on Thursday cleared 
of two separate allegations that 
he rubbed himself up against the 
youths and, in one case, 
indecently fondled a teenager. 

Mr Taylor, 29, had been on trial 
at Luton Crown Court having 
pleaded not guilty to two offences 
of sexual assault. 

The first offence was alleged to 
have happened in September 
2009 with the second in the early 
hours of October 31 last year at 
his home and involving a 16-year- 
old boy. 

Kevin Barry, prosecuting, said 
that Mr Taylor ( j pictured) of Luton 
Churches Educational Trust, had 
got to know the youths through 
his work with Central Baptist 
Church in Luton and Stopsley 
Baptist Church. 

In the witness box Mr Taylor told 
the court how on October 30 last 
year he went out for a drink in 
Luton to celebrate his birthday. 

With him, he said, were three 
other young men he had met 
through his work with the two 
churches. 

That evening he said he drank ‘a 
fair bit’ before he and the others 
returned to his home where it had 
been arranged they would all 
spend the night. 

He said when they got back to 
his home between 2.45am and 
3am on October 31, the 16-year- 
old was present. 

He said the three of the group 
were to sleep in one bedroom 
while one remained downstairs. 

He said he went to his own bed¬ 
room where he changed into 



tracksuit bottoms, but because he 
normally slept in the room where 
the others were he went there. 

He said the mattress on the floor 
on which the 16-year-old was to 
sleep was almost the size for a 
double bed. 

“I said is it okay to top and tail 
and he said yes,” he told the 
court. 

He said he had bought a duvet 
with him and got on the mattress 
and tried to sleep. 

Mr Taylor said he couldn’t get 
comfortable and eventually lay 


with his head at the same end of 
the mattress as the teenager. 

He said he went back to sleep 
but was then woken by the boy 
waving a mobile phone in his 
face. 

“I remember just being dazed 
and having the phone waving in 
my face and it was waking me 
up,” he said. 

He went on: “I can’t remember if 
I said anything. It might have 
been what are you doing but he 
said “What the f*** are you 
doing?” I may have said I don’t 
know - what are you talking 
about, what’s going on?” 

He said the teenager got up and 
left the room. 

Mr Barry said at 5am that morn¬ 
ing the teenager woke to find the 
defendant had moved so that he 
was lying with his head at the 
same end. 

It was then that the alleged sex¬ 
ual assault was carried out. 

Mr Barry said the boy eventually 
reported the incident to a mem¬ 
ber of the pastoral care team. 

Mr Barry said it was as a result of 
the boy’s complaint that a 
second young man then came 
forward to claim how in 
September 2009 the defendant 
had sexually assaulted him in 
similar circumstances. 

The man, who was 19 at the 
time, said he had decided at the 
time not to report the matter but 
to avoid being alone with the 
defendant. 

However, he said that on hear¬ 
ing that the 16-year-old had been 
allegedly indecently touched by 
the defendant, he decided to 
come forward. 

The defendant denied sexually 
assaulting the other young man 
the year before. 

He said he had been left feeling 
hurt and isolated by the allega¬ 
tions. 


Concerns raised 
over care homes 
new owner ‘risk’ 

A UNION claims a care home 
transferred from Southern Cross to 
another company is ‘jumping from 
the frying pan into the fire’. 

The GMB says their claims are 
backed by the release of a report 
which highlights the financial risks 
facing Four Seasons Care Homes, 
which has taken over 140 homes 
including Kirby House in West Street, 
Dunstable. 

The Association of Directors of 
Adult Social Services (ADASS) report 
suggests that social service 
departments ‘may want to actively 
plan for a worst case scenario’ for 
the homes. 

The main conclusion in the 
document says that ‘in the short to 
medium term (14 months to three 
years) financial risks are very high 
due to the need to restructure a 
complex and antagonistic debt 
portfolio, and implement a strategy 
that copes with tight fees from the 
public sector and a demand for 
increased quality’. 

Justin Bowden, GMB National 
Officer, said: “Minister for Social 
Care, Paul Burstow, seems 
determined to play Emperor Nero 
and fiddle while Rome burns. 

“There is a risk that the care of 
thousands of vulnerable, elderly 
adults will go up in smoke again.” 

In a statement, Four Seasons said: 
‘It is a pity the authors of the report 
did not ask us to contribute to their 
research. 

‘Since the publication of this report 
Four Seasons has met with ADASS 
who accept there are significant 
inaccuracies in the document. 

‘The GMB singled us out for attack 
after we had declined voluntarily to 
give them collective bargaining 
rights or to deduct union 
subscriptions from staff pay. 

‘Their statements to media are 
significantly at odds with what their 
full time representatives said in 
numerous meetings with us when 
they agreed the transfer of homes 
from Southern Cross to Four 
Seasons.’

Parents in dark 
over potential 
school closures 


PARENTS may not know 
whether their children’s school 
will be closed due to strike 
action on Wednesday until that 
morning. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
is not pre-publishing lists of 
schools affected by trade union 
action and is instead relying on 
establishments to update the 
website that day. 

The public sector strike 
involves 23 unions across the 
country and will involve teach¬ 
ers, headteachers, council 
workers and binmen, among 
others. The TUC called for the 
action over a pensions dispute. 

Luton Borough Council said 
it is making every effort to 
maintain services on 
Wednesday. 

Schools planning to close will 
be notifying parents in advance 
and alerting radio stations. 

A list of closures will also be 
appearing on the council’s 
website as soon as they have 
been confirmed. 

At Luton Airport, industrial 
action will be undertaken by 
members of the Public & 
Commercial Services and ISU 
Unions from 10pm on Tuesday 
until midnight on Wednesday. 

Arriving passengers may 
experience delays at passport 
control, although impacts on 
departing flights are expected 
to be kept to a minimum.

Sham marriage gang given jail sentences 


THE ringleader of a gang 
that staged a sham mar¬ 
riage has been jailed along¬ 
side two of his accomplices. 

The conspiracy was 
smashed on November 2 
last year when UK Border 
Agency officers swooped on 
Luton Register Office as 
Bilal Bashir, from Pakistan, 
and Bozena Horvatova, 
from Slovakia, were about 
to marry. 

Bashir, who had stayed 
illegally in the UK after his 
visa expired, had hoped his 
marriage to an EU national 
would aid his bid to gain 
long-term residency in the 
UK with the associated 


rights to work and claim 
benefits. 

Victor Lacko, who was due 
to act as a witness to the 
wedding, and Jaroslav 
Husar were among the 
guests at the George Street 
West Venue. 

Jozef Lacko was arrested 
as he waited in a car outside 
the building. Jozef Lacko, 

45, and his close relative 
Victor, 37, appeared along¬ 
side Husar, 27, at Luton 
Crown Court. 

The Slovak nationals, who 
all live in Margate, had 
pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to charges of con¬ 
spiring to breach the UK’s 


immigration laws in rela¬ 
tion to the marriage of 
Bashir and Horvatova. 

Jozef Lacko, of Ethelbert 
Road, was jailed for two 
years and four months, 
Victor Lacko, of Coach 
House Mews, for 18 months 
and Husar, of Athelston 
Road, for 18 months. 

Bashir and Horvatova had 
both been jailed for 12 
months at a hearing in 
February. 

Another guest, a 28-year- 
old Pakistani man, was iden¬ 
tified as a visa overstayer. 

He was arrested and sub¬ 
sequently deported from 
the UK.

The charging posts are due 
to be installed in Upper 
George Street, Alma Street, 
Midland Road, Griffin House 
car park, Stockwood Park car 
park and Vicarage Street car 
park. 

Once full, the vehicle will be 
able to travel for around 100 
miles.

Neighbours gutted 
by annual leaf woe

FRUSTRATED residents are 
gearing up to face their annual 
battle - with falling leaves 

Homeowners in Dallow Road, 
Luton, are Ted up’ with leaves 
from trees in nearby Brantwood 
Park filling the gutters and caus¬ 
ing damp in their properties. 

Fourteen households joined 
forces to write an urgent request 
to the council to prune the trees 
and prevent further leaf-fail, as 
they believe it should be its 
responsibility. 

The petition details previous 
complaints made to the authority 
regarding the issue. 

It says that applications were 
also made in 2006 and 2008 relat¬ 
ing to the maintenance of the 
trees, both of which were disre¬ 
garded. 

The document urged the coun¬ 
cil to take ‘appropriate and sensi¬ 
ble action’, as the leaves had 
become ‘a nuisance for all living 
in Dallow Road.’ 

Ghulam Hussain, 57, said: “We 
have this problem every autumn 
and winter. 

“The gutters fill up with the 


leaves from the council park and 
as a result we have damp in our 
bedroom which isn’t pleasant. 

“I can’t get up a ladder to clear 
out the gutters so the problem 
continues. 

“Other residents revealed they 
shared the same problems in 
their properties as a result of 
water spilling against the walls of 
their houses due to the full 
gutters.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Falling leaves is a natural occur¬ 
rence and not the responsibility 
of the council. 

“We do not prune trees to 


reduce leaf-fail, although we do 
regularly inspect the trees and 
deal with any health and safety 
issues. 

“Clearing debris from gutters is 
a property maintenance issue 
that is the responsibility of the 
property owner, not any third 
party. 

“We responded to a petition on 
March 14, 2008 complaining 
about falling leaves blocking 
gutters in Dallow Road to explain 
the council’s position and we will 
be writing to him again with the 
same explanation in response to 
his recent petition.”

A PLAN to create 27,000 new 
jobs over the next 15 years has 
been approved.

Gunman guilty of 
drug raid mix-up

TWO masked men burst into a 
couple's home and held them up 
at gunpoint and asked: “Where’s 
the stash?” 

But it was a case of mistaken 
identity and there were no drugs 
at the house in Jubilee Street, 
Luton. 

In the end the men left with £90 
from the wallet of Thomas 
Sweeney, who was forced to give 
them his pin number, and they 
also took a laptop, camera and 
mobile. 

Prosecutor Will Noble told the 
jury of seven men and five 
women at St Albans Crown Court 


the raid happened on December 
27, 2009. 

Two men knocked on the door 
at 11pm. It was answered by Mr 
Sweeney who thought it was his 
eldest son returning home. 

Elaine Sweeney came down¬ 
stairs and was told to sit down or 
‘I will f****** shoot you’. 

One said: “Where is the stash?” 

Mr Noble said: “These two 
masked men had got the wrong 
address.” 

He told the court the gun was 
brandished by Shahid Rehman, 
41, of Stour Mead Place, London. 

Police found CCTV at the cash¬ 
point in Farley Hill where £300 
was withdrawn from Mr 
Sweeney’s account - eight min¬ 


utes after the aggravated burglary. 
He said a facial mapping expert 
and a gait expert identified 
Rehman. 

Rehman denied aggravated 
burglary and use of a stolen debit 
card. 

He told the jury he had convic¬ 
tions for six house burglaries and 
seven robberies or attempted 
robberies but he said the raid on 
the Sweeneys’ house was ‘way out 
of my league’. He said his career of 
crime was due to heroin and 
crack addiction. 

But he was convicted by the jury 
on Thursday. 

Judge Marie Catterson remand¬ 
ed him in custody for sentence on 
December 16.

With continuing contributions 
from working employees and 
employers it must have a reasonable 
certainty of being able to fund pen¬ 
sion payments to people who will 
not retire for many years. 

Luton Borough Council’s share of 
the pension fund deficit is £180 
million. 

That means the gap between what 
the pension fund needs to honour its 
current and future commitments 
and the funding it holds is £180m. 
The shortfall has grown from £122m 
in 2008 to £180m at March 31, 2011. 

The deficit will need to be dealt 
with. There is time, it does not have 
to be done overnight, but it will need 
to be dealt with or eventually the 
pension fund will run out of money 
and have to stop paying pensions 
altogether. 

Whatever the GMB Union says, the 
local government pension scheme is 
more generous than any company 
scheme and negotiations with the 
Government are continuing. 

Strike action should always be 
available as a last resort but loyal, 
hard-working council staff deserve 
better from their unions than being

We have a number of free informa¬ 
tion leaflets available for sufferers 
and our national helpline is there to 
provide additional support for those 
who need us. 

We urge people not to suffer in 
silence, but get in touch. In many 
cases, we can help. 

Tinnitus is a condition that causes 
constant ringing in the ears or head, 
but where the noise does not origi¬ 
nate from an external source. 

The noise level can range from a 
light buzzing to a constant wall of 
sound and for some like Mr 
Mclndoe, can prove intolerable. 

The condition affects about five 
million people in the UK and can 
have a devastating impact. 

Deafness Research UK believes Mr 
Mclndoe’s death really needs to ring 
in the changes in terms of greater 
public awareness of this condition. 

With the rise in MP3 player use 
among the young, tinnitus is far 
from being an old person’s problem 
and Robert’s tinnitus began after 
attending a loud rock concert.

NHS training scheme is 
really wide of the mark 


W ELL, just when you 
thought that you had 
heard it all from 
the NHS it gives us another 
surprise. 

Last week in the Bedford area 
thousands of people were left 
without GP cover while staff of 
most of the town’s surgeries 
attended one of their regular 
training courses 
Sick people of all ages and 
from across the town and sur¬ 
rounding area were directed to 
one ‘Walk-in Centre’ or as it was 
for those without transport a 
‘walk to or taxi to centre’. 

According to the Primary Care 
Trust (PCT), which is in charge 
of such matters, this is not even 
a one-off but a regular occur¬ 
rence, happening every few 
weeks to keep health profes¬ 
sionals up to speed on such 
issues as breastfeeding, diabetes 
and exercise. 

Now correct me if I am wrong, 
but I was under the impression 
that we taxpayers fund expen¬ 
sive and lengthy courses to train 
doctors and nurses and would 
hope that they might by the 
end of up to seven years have a 
rough idea of what is expected 
of them. 

I accept that there are devel¬ 
opments and new ideas in most 
professions but surely it is up to 
individuals to ensure that they 
are up to speed as most of us do 
in our own time and without 
being hand held. After all, doc¬ 
tors must have more time on 
their hands as these days they 


rarely make house visits or pro¬ 
vide weekend or out of hours 
service. 

bailing that could they not 
stagger their training, as would 
be expected in most other 
professions, and, I assume, at 
the local hospitals. 

The PCT said that the reason 
for these training sessions was 
to ensure patients received the 
best possible care and service. 

I would have thought that 
being able to visit their GP’s 
surgery was a rudimentary part 
of this care. 

I have heard and had personal 
experience of so many cases of 
people in this country having 
life threatening, and in some 
cases fatal illnesses, which were 
not picked up by their GPs, 
sometimes resulting in tragic 
consequences. 

Indeed a national survey by 
the NHS Audit earlier this year 
said that one third of all cancer 
cases were initially missed by 
doctors. So the fact that time is 
being given to breastfeeding, 
which is a choice and in a first 
world country such as ours by 
no means a necessity, is some¬ 
what galling. 

This is a perfect example of 
where if people need extra help 


and support it should be paid 
for privately and not given at 
taxpayers expense. 

Or with my cynical hat on, is 
it another way to save money 
as then those on low income 
are not provided with free 
formula milk? 

In any case I can’t see that 
breastfeeding has altered much 
in tens of thousands of years 
unless I have missed significant 
changes in the equipment so we 
should have a fair idea by now 
of how it works without extra 
lessons. 

As a type 2 diabetic I am fully 
aware of what I need to do both 
to control and treat my condi¬ 
tion and have not received any 
additional or different informa¬ 
tion since I was diagnosed ten 
years ago, so there is probably 
not much stuff on these courses 
worth passing on. 

And if there was a problem 
I would quite like to be able to 
get hold of my doctor, not be 
told she is off on a training 
course. If extra training is 
required then it should be in 
ensuring that serious and life 
threatening illnesses are quickly 
diagnosed and not dismissed. 

That would be a skill worth 
learning more about.

Landlord’s record 
fine for house filth

A RECORD fine has been given to 
a landlord for subjecting tenants 
to ‘inhumane’ living conditions. 

Faisal Khan, 27, who operates 
the letting agent Let’s Move at 
Leagrave Road, Luton, failed to 
attend Luton Magistrates’ Court 
on Monday where he was fined a 
record £35,000 for operating an 
unlicensed House in Multiple 
Occupation. 

Luton Borough Council was 
made aware of the property at 
Avondale Road following 
complaints from a number of 
tenants residing there. 

Officers from the authority’s 
Private Sector Housing team 
inspected the seven-bedroom 
house and not only discovered 
that the property was operating 
without a licence but also that it 
was severely overcrowded having 
been let to 14 people. 


It was also noted that the prop¬ 
erty and its facilities were in a 
filthy condition, with one of the 
bathrooms being in such a state 
of disrepair that the tenants 
couldn’t even use it. 

Fire escapes were also blocked 
and there was a large accumula¬ 
tion of rubbish dumped in the 
rear garden of the house. 

Notices were served in respect 
of these deficiencies but were not 
complied with. 

The court heard that Mr Khan, 
who was also managing the prop¬ 
erty through Let’s Move on a 
commercial basis, would have 
received at least £40,000 worth of 
rental income from the tenants at 
the property during the offence 
period. 

Mr Khan was fined £20,000 for 
failing to licence the property, 
£5,000 for not providing informa¬ 
tion to the council, £5,000 for 
failing to remove the dumped 


rubbish and a further £5,000 for 
failing to provide a safe means of 
escape from fire. Total fines 
amounted to £35,000 and the 
council was awarded £1,700 costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

As a further consequence the 
tenants can apply to the 
Residential Property Tribunal for 
a Rent Repayment Order to claim 
back all rent paid for the past 12 
months. 

Cllr Tom Shaw said: “This is one 
of the worst cases we have ever 
seen with tenants being subject¬ 
ed to almost inhumane living 
conditions. What makes it worse 
is that the actions of the landlord 
were deliberate and purely for 
commercial gain. 

“I am glad that the maximum 
penalty has been imposed as this 
serves as a strong warning to any 
other landlord who thinks they 
can get away with this illegal 
behaviour.”

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Project to detail luck 
Into new home town 


THIS week the Heritage Lottery Fund announced 
a £50,000 grant for a project that will chart 
how Irish settlers have contributed towards the 
town’s development since the Second World War. 
LAUREN ARCHELL looks at what ‘Catching the 
Boat’ is going to involve and what it hopes to 
achieve over the next two years. 


THE valuable contribution of 
settlers from Ireland to life in 
Luton will be documented in a 
project made possible by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Run by the Luton Irish Forum, 
‘Catching the Boat’ will increase 
access to and learning about 
emigrants’ life in the town. 

Activities funded by the cash 
aims to encourage Irish and other 
communities to connect with, 
compare and celebrate their rela¬ 
tionship with Luton from 1940 to 
1960. 

The project will focus on the 
working heritage of the Irish 
community by exploring themes 
such as industries in which 
people were employed, their 
methods of travel to the UK and 
roles and responsibilities in their 
working environment. 

The scheme will begin next 
month and will include all 
members of the community, from 
second and third generation in 
their Irish Heritage, to school- 

( 


children. A highlight will be the 
construction of a carnival float 
based on the ship Princess Maud, 
which played a vital part in the 
Dunkirk rescue. 

The boat was then in service 
during the 1940s and 1960s, regu¬ 
larly crossing the Irish Sea 
between Dun Laoghaire and 
Holyhead, to bring Irish people to 
the UK. 

The float will be showcased at 
the Luton Carnival and St 
Patrick’s Day Festival to an audi¬ 
ence of more than 15,000 people. 

Members of the community will 


also be encouraged to get 
involved by sharing their person¬ 
al memories and stories at 
reminiscence workshops. 

A team of volunteers, including 
students from Barnfield College, 
as well as members of the com¬ 
munity, will be recruited and 
trained to collect and catalogue 
oral and written histories. 

It is hoped that information will 
be gained about the working lives 
of emigrants in areas which were 
popular among the community, 
including car manufacturing, 
mechanics, construction, nursing 
and domestic services. 

These accounts will be used, 
alongside existing recordings, 
images and artefacts, to produce 
an exhibition and fully accessible 
archive which will be based at the 
Luton Irish Forum building,

This 
will support the perpetuation of 
existing oral history and increase 
the understanding of this 
heritage, by preserving all infor¬ 
mation for future use by all 
communities. 

A web-based archive will also be 
created so that all information 
collated will be available to other 
communities outside Luton who 
share similar experiences. 

More than 100 schoolchildren 
will be involved in the project, 
learning more about the Irish 
heritage by taking part in a series 
of workshops and creative 
activities.

They will also produce artwork 
and writing to tell the story of the 
contribution of the Irish commu¬ 
nity, which will form the basis of 
an exhibition at Stockwood 
Discovery Centre to share with 
other schoolchildren from the 
area. 

Robyn Llewellyn, Head of 
Heritage Lottery Fund East of 
England, said: “This project will 
help to show how different 
communities settled in Luton 
and then made their own special 
contribution to its development. 


“It’s a story of shared endeavour 
and achievement.” 

It is hoped these events will 
raise public awareness and cele¬ 
brate the contribution of the Irish 
people to Luton. 

Tom Scanlon, Public Relations 
Officer for Luton Irish Forum, 
said: “This is a timely opportunity 
for a generation of people forced 
from their native countries in 
search of employment to tell their 
stories. 

“It will allow them to share their 
individual memories, often 
harrowing; sometimes amusing 
in hindsight before they are lost 
to us for ever. We are proud to be 
part of this great project.”

Calling the shots 
on ‘poison’ vodka

A FOOD control team is warning 
consumers not to drink Drop 
Vodka, an illegal brand 
discovered on sale in England 
and Wales. 

Luton Borough Council put out 
the alert after tests identified 
Propan-2-ol and methanol in 
some of the vodka and other 
substances that could harm 
people’s health. 

Other tests revealed the product 
does not contain enough alcohol 
to be called vodka. 

Legally, the spirit should 


contain no less than 37.5 per cent 
alcohol but Drop Vodka has levels 
of 28.6 per cent. 

There are also some labelling 
issues with Drop Vodka, particu¬ 
larly the lack of producer’s details 
needed to ensure the drink is fully 
traceable. 

So far, the illicit vodka has been 
found on sale in Scunthorpe, 
Wolverhampton, Nottingham, 
Milton Keynes, Potters Bar, 
Aldershot, Colchester and Cardiff, 
though it could be on sale 
anywhere. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf said: 
“Please don’t be tempted to buy a 
‘bargain’ from the criminals who 


are producing this poison and 
place your own or anyone else’s 
health at risk. 

“We haven’t received any 
reports of Drop Vodka on sale in 
Luton so far but if you do, please 
report it to the council immedi¬ 
ately. 

“If you have already consumed 
Drop Vodka, contact your GP.”

‘Overcrowded’ flat 
costs couple £13k

A MARRIED couple have been 
fined £13,000 for renting out a 
dangerous and overcrowded flat. 

Rajdvinder Bains, 50, and Sam 
Bains, 46, who own the letting 
agent Ultimate Connexions in 
Wellington Street, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to running an unsafe and 
overcrowded House in Multiple 
Occupation (HMO) when they 
were brought before Luton 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The five bedroom flat, situated 
above Mr and Mrs Bains’ shop in 
a four storey building in 
Wellington Street, and owned 


through the couple’s other com¬ 
pany Temple Investments Ltd, 
was originally granted a licence 
allowing a maximum of five peo¬ 
ple to occupy the property. 

Following a complaint in 
October last year, the flat was 
visited by an officer from the 
council’s Private Sector Housing 
Team. 

A number of health and safety 
breaches were found including 
no landlord gas safety certificate 
and poorly maintained windows. 

The officer also found that Mr 
and Mrs Bains had breached their 
licence conditions by allowing six 
people to live there. 

Fines totalling £13,000 were 


imposed on Mr and Mr Bains and 
their companies as a result of the 
offences. Councillor Tom Shaw 
said: “HMOs need to be licensed 
to protect the health, safety and 
wellbeing of the occupants and to 
prevent them living in over¬ 
crowded conditions with insuffi¬ 
cient facilities. 

“Mr and Mrs Bains are not fit 
and proper people to manage a 
property so the council is now 
considering revoking their 
licence.”

easyJet joins in the 
fiaht to reduce tax 


EASYJET has united with four airlines 
to urge the Chancellor to ‘axe the tax’. 

In its latest efforts, the Luton-based air¬ 
line has joined forces with other carriers’ 
chief executives and collectively called 
on the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
George Osborne to recognise that the 
negative impact Air Passenger Duty has 
on the UK economy is outweighing any 
benefit from the revenue it raises. 

For example, a family of four travelling 
from Luton pay £48 in tax for a short 
haul flight. 

This is doubled with flying on a domes¬ 
tic flight, because you pay double the 
amount of tax. 

In a letter to the Chancellor, Carolyn 
McCall from easyJet, Willie Walsh from 
British Airways, Michael O'Leary from 
Ryanair and Steve Ridgway from Virgin 
Atlantic say that what is happening in 
the UK mirrors what occurred in the 
Netherlands in 2008/09 when a similar 
air tax was imposed and they are urging 
him to reconsider his plans on Air Pas¬ 
senger Duty. 

After a year, the levy was abandoned 
after a study showed that its harmful 
effects on the Dutch economy were 
nearly four times greater than the rev¬ 
enue it produced. 

The letter highlights that passenger 
numbers at UK airports have fallen con¬ 
secutively for the last three years to a 
level lower than 2004. 

In 2010, there were 7.4 million fewer 
passengers in the UK while numbers 
using European airports grew by 66.3 
million. The chief executives have col¬ 



lectively challenged the Chancellor to 
commission an independent report on 
the true economic effects of aviation tax 
in Britain. 

Hugh Aitken, UK commercial manager 
at easyJet, said: “Air Passenger Duty was 
doubled in 2007 and hiked again in each 
of the last two years. The fact is the UK 
has the highest aviation taxes in the 
world. We want to challenge and change 


that and we look forward to hearing 
what the Chancellor has to say next 
week. For hard-working families, Air Pas¬ 
senger Duty is a tax too far for the privi¬ 
lege of taking a well-earned 
holiday. 

“It is also a tax on tourism, a tax on 
business and makes no business sense at 
a time when the UK economy is facing 
tough challenges. 

“Aviation doesn’t just drive exports - it 
is a major exporter in its own right with 
our airlines earning nearly £11 billion of 
foreign revenues every year. 

“Tourism is one of the UK’s most 
important earners and is worth £115 bil¬ 
lion to the UK economy. 

“We take our responsibility to the envi¬ 
ronment very seriously and have taken 
steps to reduce our impact. 

“We support emissions trading (ETS) in 
principle but a combination of both APD 
and ETS when it is introduced is unsus¬ 
tainable.” 

To emphasise the strength of opinion 
on Air Passenger Duty the four airlines 
carried out an independent survey 
which confirmed that 85 per cent of 
those asked believe that aviation is 
important to the recovery of the UK 
economy, 77 per cent believe that APD is 
an unfair tax with 80 per cent of respon¬ 
dents suggesting APD should be 
scrapped.

Backing for scheme 
to get youths in work 

AN MP has welcomed the news of an 
extra 230 apprentices coming to South 
West Bedfordshire - a record rise. 

Conservative MP Andrew Selous is 
pleased about new data showing how 
many apprenticeships were delivered in 
the constituency in the 2010/11 academic 
year. Six hundred and seventy apprentices 
were delivered there in 2010/11 compared 
with 440 in 2009/10, an increase of 230 - 
or more than 52 per cent. 

Mr Selous said: “This is great news for 
the businesses and young people in 
South West Bedfordshire. 

“The record rise in apprenticeship 
numbers, particularly in Advanced A’ level 
equivalent qualifications shows the 
Government’s commitment to helping 
employers train the skilled workers they 
need to build a stronger economy and 
sustainable growth.” 

Skills Minister John Hayes MP said: “This 
Government is putting practical learning 
at the centre of our national life, restoring 
the purposeful pride that builds 
successful careers, drives prosperity and 
forges strong communities. 

“But I am determined to do more, by 
stripping away bureaucracy for small 
firms, continuing to drive up standards 
and working with firms to create even 
more apprenticeship opportunities in 
coming years. 

“And to help young people who 
currently lack basic skills make the grade 
for an apprenticeship, our Access to 
Apprenticeships programme will provide 
10,000 work experience and training 
opportunities every year.” 


LUTON’S ‘Apprentice of the Year’ 
put youngsters through their 
paces during a youth challenge 
that laid bare the creativity and 
technical skill needed to make it in 
construction. 

Zak Hussain, 19, a Wates 
Construction apprentice from 
Farley Hill, was taking part in a 
youth challenge day to inspire 
children and young people and 
encourage them to follow in his 
footsteps and consider a career in 
the industry. 

He shared his enthusiasm and 
excitement for the building 
environment with a group of 40 ten 
to 15 year olds at the event which 
took place at the Centre for Youth 
and Community Development 
(CYCD) in Luton. 

The day was designed to give 
young people an insight into the 
world of construction and the vari¬ 
ety of careers and opportunities of 
offers, used a series of engaging 
interactive activities to teach the 
participants some of the practical 
and theoretical skills required in 
project planning and developing. 

One of the tasks was the Morrison 
City Exercise which saw the young¬ 
sters work in small teams to design 
and plan a development comprised 
a housing estate of six houses, a 
supermarket and accompanying 


roads and services. The planned 
estate then had to be assembled to 
a strict deadline with teams receiv¬ 
ing penalties and bonuses for their 
efforts along the way. 

Zak, an apprentice with the 
National Skills Academy for Con¬ 
struction, said: “I found this a 
really good experience. 

“I think everyone enjoyed the day 
and coped well with the challenges 
especially given that they were 


working under such time pres¬ 
sures. 

“I definitely think the kids now 
know a lot more about construc¬ 
tion and the sorts of things you 
have to think about when planning 
a project. 

“I didn’t have this kind of thing 
when I was younger and I would 
like to see far more of these events 
especially if they will eventually 
result in more young people com¬ 


ing into the industry.” The event is 
the second of its kind in the Bury 
Park area in recent weeks and is 
part of an ongoing initiative to 
spark interest among young people 
in the industry, offering them the 
chance to learn first hand about 
construction, the variety of careers 
the industry offers and get a 
glimpse at types of skills and abili¬ 
ties employed in the respective 
roles. 

Head of the winning team on the 
day was 15-year-old Shamira 
Halim from Denbigh High School. 

She said: “I really liked the event 
and found out a lot more about dif¬ 
ferent careers in construction. 

“I was the manager on a team full 
of boys which was really good and I 
enjoyed getting to meet new peo¬ 
ple and learning about working 
quickly together to a deadline. 

“I also like mathematics so 
enjoyed doing all the calculations 
that were involved in coming up 
with the lowest bid. 

“I am really pleased that we won 
the team challenge, it was good 
fun. I don't know yet for sure but I 
might work in the construction 
industry some day.”

“He just needs to start winning 
championships and next year is going 
to be a big year for him.” 

Earl was ringside supporting 
Reynolds, who earned a place in the 
final with a victory over Callum 
Holland two weeks ago, and felt his 
charge was unfortunate to lose to Cook. 

He said: “He made mistakes, but 
when he had his boxing head on he 
looked good. 

“I think he would have won if it 
hadn’t been computer scoring. He 
looked a lot fitter and the other lad 
was starting to blow and was holding 
on at the end. 

“I’m probably biased and I thought 
he landed more punches, but the 
judges saw what they saw. 



“It’s good experience for him - he 
has to learn to accept the defeats as 
well. 

“Jordan’s only two losses have both 
been in championship finals. He has 
only been with me a year and the next 
step is for him to go one better, and if 
he could do that it would be amazing.” 

Meanwhile one of Earl’s pro stable 
returns to the ring on Saturday at 
Bethnal Green’s York Hall, with 
Michael Devine due to face Youssef 
A1 Hamidi. 

The Luton lightweight goes into the 
contest having blasted out Vladimiras 
Balaklijec inside two rounds at the 
same venue last month, improving his 
record to 6(3)-1. 

But A1 Hamidi (9(l)-39-2) has only 
been stopped once in his 50 profes¬ 
sional contests and the durable jour¬ 
neyman will provide a good test for 
Devine in their four rounder.
